Ny, I ſhall endeavour to give ſome ac- 
count. of the Urim and Thummim. The firſt 
mention that is made of them, is in Exodus 
xXViti. 30. And thou fbalt put in the breaſt-plate 
of judgment the Urim and the Thummim, and 
they ſhall be upon Aaron's heart when he goeth in 
before the Lord, and Aaron ſhall bear the judgment 
of the children of Iſrael upon his heart before” the 
Lord continually, The words Urim and Thum- 
mim are by the ſeptuagint render d maniſeſtati- 
on and truth; though they may be much bet- 
ter tranſlated lights and perfections; as they are 
by f Aquila, in Lev. viii. 8. and are frequently 
applied, by divines, to that light of know- 
ledge and integrity of life, which are requi- 
ſite characters in every miniſter of Chriſt; 
but what theſe Urim and Thummim were is not 
ſo eaſy a thing to determitie: Some of the 
Jewiſh Rabbies || have ingenusuſſy confefs'd, that 
they knew not what they were, and ſome: of 
our Chriſtian interpreters $ have thought it

| There has been a variety of opinions con- 
cerning them, which particularly to enume-

Others have imagin'd, 
that they were little images, which the high- 
prieſt carried about with him in the folds of 
the breaſt· plate, and as often as he enquired. 
concerning any thing, God, or an angel in 
the name of God, did, by theſe, anſwer ve- 
ry clearly and diſtinctly, what was to be done, 
or not to be done; and that, becauſe of the 
perſpicuity and certain completion of the an- 
ſwers, the one was called Urim, and the other 
Thummim ; and that, whilſt the prieſt was en- 
quiring, theſe images gliſter'd and appear'd 
very bright, to fix the people's attention, and 
raiſe their admiration : They alſo imagine, that 
theſe images are the ſame with the Teraphim 
made mention of in many places of ſcripture 
with the Ephod, but never in a good ſenſe, for 
they were idols which the Jews, who were a peo- 
ple prone to 1dolatry, had learn'd to worſhip of 
the nations, and they ſeem to be houſhold gods, 
juch as the Lares or Penates among the Romans, 
wherefore it can't be ſuppos'd that theſe were 
the Urim and Thummim which were put into the 
n oy becauſe it would have been directly

contrary to the ſecond Commandment. * Others 
have been of opinion, that theſe were a work 
purely divine, not made by Bex aleel, or any 
other artiſicer, hut by God himſelf, as the two 
tables of ſtone were; on which the law was en- 
graven; and that God gave theſe to Moſes, and 
he put them into the breaſt- plate; though of 
what form and matter they were, they'll no 
more pretend to tell, than they would of what 
ſtone the two tables were made. 

But the opinion, which at profent, Fa 
moſt inclig'd to come into, is, that the Lrim 
and Thummim were no other than the twelve 
ſtones in the breaſt- plate, on which were en- 


graven the names of the twelve tribes of . 


rael, and that theſe were call'd Urim, becauſe 
they were clear, lucid, and tranſparent ; and 
Thummim, becauſe they were perfect and 
complete, had no blemiſh or defect in them: 
What induces me to embrace and prefer this 
opinion to all others, is, becauſe in Exod. 
XXXix. where there is a particular account gi- 
ven of all the prieſt's veſtments, and more 
eſpecially of the breaſt-plate, and the things 
appertaining thereunto, there is mention made 
of the twelve ſtones, but no notice taken of 
the Urim and Thummim ; now, if the Urim and

the ftones, Mo ſes would not have omitted the 
mention of them, ſeeing he takes notice of 
things more minute than theſe : And as alſo, 
in Lev. viii. 8. where is given the like ac- 
E count, mention is made of the Urim and Thum- 
mim, and no notice taken of the ſtones, which 
is a Filer confirmation of this opinion. Like- 
wiſe, I find ſome of the moſt learned of the 
+ Jewiſh writers are of the ſame opinion, parti 
cularly Joſephus, whoſe teſtimony muſt go a 
oreat way in this matter, ſeeing he lived while 
the ſecond temple ſtood, was by ſect a phariſee, 
by profeſſion a prieſt; and of the blood royal, 
and therefore, no doubt, had all the opportu- 
nities and advantages of informing himſelf in 
theſe affairs. 1 
Having thus conſidered what they were, 
let us now obſerve what was the uſe of 
them, which T apprehend to be twofold. 
I. The names of the twelve tribes of 1ſae! 
being engraven on them, they were born on 
Aaron's heart, when he went into the holy 
place on the day of atonement, for a memorial 
before rhe Lord, fo that what Aaron then did,

This was certainly a very great. favour, 


which God itidulg'd this people with, that 


they could thus have recourſe unto him on 


_ emergent occaſions; and it was an evidence 


of God's diſpleaſure to Saul, when he would 
not anſwer him either by dreams, or by Utim, 


or by Prophets: How long thoſe things con- 


tinned in uſe, is not ſo well known. The 


Talnudiſts ſay, That king Jofiah hid the 
Dim and Thammim under ground in a cave, 
before prepar'd by Solomon, together with the 


anvinting oil, the ark of the covenant, Aarons

things could not be found when they 
return d from Babylon, therefore they 
tell us f that theſe five things were want- 
ing in the ſecond Temple, viz.

ceaſed, Maimonides indeed ſays, that the Urim 


and Thummim were made in the ſecond temple, 
though not uſed ; his words are theſe, * They 
© made in the ſecond temple Urim and Thum- 
ce mim, to the end, they might make up all 
the eight ornaments, although they did not 
* enquire by them, and wherefore did they 
* not enquire by them? becauſe the Holy 
* Ghoſt was not there.” Joſephus f ſays, 
that the ſhining of theſe ſtones had ceas d two 
hundred years, before he wrote his antiqui- 
ties; and it is manifeſt from ſcripture, that 
the Jews were without them when they re- 
turned from Babylon, as appears from Exra ll, 
And the Tirſhatha, i. e. Nehemiah ſaid unto 
them, that they ſhould not eat of the moſt holy 
things, till there ſtood up a prieſt with Urim and 
with Thummim. This ſhows the deficiency 
and imperfection of the levitical prieſthood, 
and what need there was of another prieſt to 
ariſe with the true Urim and Thummim, not 
after Aaron's order, but after the order of 
Melchixedeck. But now let us conſider a little, 
in what way and manner God was pleas'd to 

return anſwers by Urim and Thummim, |

late voice; my reaſons for it are, becauſe in 


Numbers, when the prieſt ask'd counſel of

i, e. of the Lord, ſhall they go out, and at his 
word, or mouth, ſhall they come in ; and in alt 
the inſtances we have of enquiry being made 


by Urim and Thummim, the anſwers, as they 


appear to me, were given this way: Thus,

The light of nature, in fallen man, muſt deeds 
fall ſhort of what it was in man in a ſtate of in- 
nocence, yet is it not wholly loft, but there are 
ſome remains of it in him, which, though not 
ſufficient to ſave him, yet are enough to leave 
him without excuſe; for, by this light of nature,

Power and Godhead, fo that they are without ex- 
cuſe. He may hereby know, that this divine 
Being is poſſeſſed of great and glorious per- 
fections, that he is to be worſhipp'd and ador d 
by him, he may hereby in ſome meaſure know 
the difference between good and evil, as the 
apoſtle obſerves in his epiſtle to the Romans *, 
For when the Gentiles, which have not the law, 
do by nature the things contained in the law, theſe 
having not the law are a law to themſelves, which 
ſhew the work of the lau written in their hearts, 
their conſcience alſo bearing witneſs, and their 

thoughts the mean while accuſing, or elſe excufing 

one another. Alſo, he may in ſome meaſure. 

know, how to conduct himſelf as a rational 
creature in this world. Now all this light is 
from Chriſt ; for, as we are told by the evan- 
geliſt John t, he is the true light which lighteth 
every man that cometh into the world ; but every 
man that comes into the world is not lighted 
with the light of grace, or the light of glory, 
and therefore tis the light of nature which is 
there intended; for John is not ſpeaking of 
Chrift as the author of the new, but as the au- 
thor of the old creation, for he tells us, || That

all things were made by him, and without him was 
not any thing made that was made. In him was 
life, and the life was the light of men. So that as 
as we have our natural being, and our natu- 
ral life, from Chrift, as a creator, from him 
alſo we have our natural light, as fuch. 

(2.) The light of grace is ſrom Chriſt. The 
light of grace is that whereby a poor ſinner, 
who was darkneſs it ſelf, being born, and 
brought up in darkneſs, and having liv'd and 
walk'd in darkneſs, is now made light in the 

| Lord]; ſo that he ſees his deprav'd, miſerable, 
| and loſt ſtate by nature ; as alſo, the neceſſi- 
| ty, as well. as fulneſs, glory, and ſuitableneſs, 
of ſalvation by Chriſt ; and can ſay, as the 
poor man did *, One thing I know, that uhere- 
as I was blind, now 1 ſee. The work of grace, 
upon the heart of a ſinner, conſiſts much in his 
being call'd out of darkneſs into marvellous light, 
marvellous and ſurprizing light, indeed! The 
characters they bear, who are thus catl'd by 
divine grace, are children of the light, and of the 
day, for they are no more children of the night, 
or of darkneſs, for the darkneſs is paſt, and the 
true light now ſhines, Now all this light is from 
. Chriſt : If any ſouls have this light, "ris he 
that gives it to them, Chriſt ſhall give thee light. 
If any are call'd to this marvellous light, tis by

x. The light of the A of the dir 
vine pz oO is in and from Chriſt, the 
ligh of the knowledge of the glory of God, i. e. of 
the glorious perfections of God, is given to 
us in the face, or perſon, of Chriſt Jeſus. *Tis 


true, God has diſcover d his perfections in the 


works of creation and providence *, for the 
heavess declare the glory of God, and the firmameut 
ſheweth his handy work. Thexe's.a gloxious thine 
of his power, wiſdom, goodneſs, c. upon 

them, but there's a far more glorigus diſplay 
of the divine perfections in him, who is the 
brightueſs of his Father's glory, and the expreſs 
image of his perfor. For in the contrivance of ſal- 
vation hy him, the depths of wiſdom and 
knowledge are diſcover'd ; in the miſſion of 
him, the exceeding riches of his love, grace 
and mercy, are laid open; in his accompliſh- 
ment of the work, che arm of almighty power

and efficacy of his atoning facrifice, whereby 


he has put away fin, and perfected for ever them 


that are ſanctiſied. Tis in his own light we ſee 
the efficacy of his precious blood, whereby the 
remiſſion of our fins is obtain'd, and our ſouls 


are waſhed and cleanſed from all fin, and our 


conſciences purged from dead works to ſerve the 
Fiving God. Tis in his own light we ſee the 
completeneſs of his juſtifying righteouſneſs, 
which is revealed in the goſpel from faith to 
faith, and by which we are juſtified from all 
things from which we could not be juſtified by the 
law of Moſes. Tis in his own light we ſee 
thoſe immenſe' treaſures of grace and glory 
which lie hid in his perſon *, Me b-held his glo- 
ry, the glory as of the only head; and one main 
branch of that glory conſiſts in his being full 


of grace and truth. 


3. The light of the l of goſpel 
truths is from Chriſt ; 'tis he that opens our

Heaven is repreſented to us a lightſome 


place; *ris call'd, f The inheritance of the ſaims 


in light ; and all that light that fills it is from 
Chriſt. || That city hath no need of the ſun, nor of 
the moon, to ſhine in it, for the glory of God lightens 


# andthe lamb is the light thereof. When you 


are ſafely arrived there, all darkneſs of inſi- 
delity, doubts and fears, will then be diſpel- 
led, and your ſouls will be irradiated with 
thoſe beams and rays of light from Chriſt, which 
will for ever ſtrike you with wonder and plea- 
ſure: Then ſhall you behold his glory, and ſee him 
as he is. Then $ ſhall the ſun be no more thy light 
by day, neither for brightueſs ſhall the moon give

In ſhort, is 
there any other divine perfection? "Tis in him, 
he's poſſeſſed of all, and therefore 5s the true 


God, and eternal life. 


2. A perfection of the gifts of the ſpirit is 
in him. God has not given the ſpirit by mea- 


| ſure to him; with this oil of gladnefs is he anointed 


above his fellows, which like the plecious ointment 


on Aaron's head, that ran down to the skirts of 


his garments, defcends from him to all the mem 


bers of his body in their meaſure. All thoſe gifts 


of the ſpirit, which are to be found in men, come 
from Jeſus Chriſt, There was a very large 
meaſure of the gifts of the ſpirit beſtow'd upon 
the apoſtles, at the day of pentecoſt, but from 
whom did they receive it? From an aſcended 
Lord and King, as is manifeſt. from what the 
apoſtle Peter ſays in the Acts f, Therefore being 
by the right hand of God exalted, i. e. Chriſt being 
exalted by the right-hand of God, and having 

received of the Father the promiſe of the ſpirit, he 

hath ſhed forth this which ye now . . hear. vn i

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he did both as a fruit and evidence of his being 
aſcended on high, and of his en nn N 
gifts for men. 

3. A perfection of all grace is in Chrit ; | 
he is ſaid to be full of grace, of all ſorts of 
grace, needful for the believer ; and there- 
fore we ſhould be ſerong in the grace that is in 
Chriſt Jeſus ; which is in him, to its full perfe- 
ction, and which the believer will always find 
ſufficient for him. Particularly there's a per- 
fection of juſtifying and lanifying grace in 
Chriſt. 

(I.) There” SA perſe&ion of e grace 
in Chriſt; there's a perfect righteouſneſs in 
kim ; he is not only righteous as he is God, 
and as he is God's ſervant, but he is alſo Je- 
bovah, our - righteouſneſs; which righteouſneſs 
was wrought out by him, and is imputed by 
the Father, and applied by the Spirit to us ; 
it is every way compleat and perfect; tis ſuf- 
ficient for all the elect; it is a garment down 
to the foot, covering the meaneſt members in 
Chriſt's myſtical body ; and by it are they ju- 
ftified from all things, be thoſe all things what 
they will, they are acquitted and diſcharged 
from all ſin and condemnation by it, and ſtand 
in it compleat and irreprovable in the ſight gf 


God. 


(2) 
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(.) There's a perfection of ſandifying 


grace in Chriſt ; perfect holineſs is in him; 
from him muſt we have our holineſs,” as well 
as our righteouſneſs ; we ſtind in need of 
an holy nature, as well as of a juſtifying 
_ righteouſneſs, and as without the one, ſo nei- 


ther without the other can we enter into the 


kingdom of heaven * ; for without holineſs uo 
man ſhall ſee the Lord; no, not without a per- 
fect one. From whence now muſt we have 
perfect holineſs? from our ſelves we cannot 
expect it, but from Chriſt, who has purchas'd 
and procur'd it for us, and has now all the 
holineſs of his people in his hands, and is 
giving it forth unto them, that they may be 
perfectly meet for the eternal enjoyment of 
himſelf, who of God is made unto them e 
cation, as well as righteouſneſs. | 

4. The perfection of all covenant bleſſings 
and promiſes is in him: The bleſſings of the 
everlaſting covenant are upon the head, and in 
the hands of our Joſeph, who was ſeparate from 
ſinners, and made higher than the heavens ; there- 
fore whatever bleſſing we are bleſſed with, 
whether it be with the pardon of fin, or with 
a juſtifying righteouſneſs, or with any other, 
we have them from Chriſt ; hence we have 
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reaſon

| God and Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who 
hath bleſſed us with all ſpiritual bleſſings in hea- 
wenly places in Chriſt Jeſus. And as all bleſſings, 
ſo all promiſes are in Chriſt, they f are all in 
him, yea, and in him, amen to the glory of God 
by us; there's a perfection of them in him; 
ſo that rhe believer cannot come under any 
caſe or cireumſtance of Life, but there is a 
promiſe in Chrift, ſuitable for him, had he 
but faith to view it and lay hold upon it. 
5. Perfection of all light and life, ſtrength 
and wiſdom, joy and comfort, is in Chriſt. 
That the perfection of all light is in Chriſt, 
I have ſhown already; and as all light, ſo all 
life is in him; for with him is che fountain of 
life, from whence all the ſtreams of life flow. 
If you ask, How came it to be in Chrift ? I an- 
ſwer, He did, in the everlaſting counſels 
of peace, ask it of his Father for all his ſeed, 
and he granted him his requeſt, as it is ſaid l, 
be asked life of thee, and thou gaveſt it him, even 
length of days for ever and ever: Thus he came 
to have life in himſelf as mediator for the 
elect, and to have a right to diſpoſe of it 0 
as many as the Father gave to him, and for this

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purpoſe did he come into the world, to re- 


move obſtacles out of the way, that the ſtreams 


of life might run freely; that ſo we might have 
it, and have it more abundantly than ever Adam 
had in innocence, or the angels now have in 
heaven. Alſo perfection of firength is in 
Chriſt; we are poor weak creatures, in our 
ſelves, yet there is ſtrength as well as righte- 
ouſneſs for us in him; he is the man of God's 
right hand, whom he has made ſtrong; not only 
for himſelf, but for us; ſo that though we 
are uncapable of doing any thing of our 
ſelves, yet we can do all things through Chriſt 


ſtrengthening us. There is likewiſe a perfection 


of wiſdom in him, not only for himſelf, to 


qualify him for the diſcharge of every branch 


of the mediatorial office, but alſo for us, to di- 
rect and guide us in all our ways. through 
this wilderneſs. He is the wiſdom of God, and 
the wiſdom of God for us, for he, of God is 
made unto us. wifdom, as well as ſanctification 
and righteouſneſs. There is, moreover, a per- 
fection of joy and comfort in Chriſt ; there's 
always matter of rejoicing in him, his perſon, 
blood, and righteouſneſs are a ſufficient 
ground for the ſame: There's always an 
abounding of conſolation in him, for as our 


ſufferings, ou? trials, our reproaches, and ca- 
lumnies, which are caſt upon us, for the fake 
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of Chriſt abound, ſo our conſolation abounds by bim; 
and whatever comfort comes any other way, 
there's juſt reaſon to ſuſpe& it's ill grounded, 
Thus the Thummim is with Chriſt, as well as 
the Urim, all perfection's in him. So much 
for the firſt thing. 


III. T ſhall now enquire how the Urim and 
Thummim may be applied to Chriſt in reſpect 
to the uſe of them. I have already obſer- 
ved a twofold uſe thereof ; the firſt was, that 
upon thele ſtones, i. e. the Urim and Thummim, ; 
were engraven the names of the twelve tribes 
of Jrael, which the high prieſt bore upon his 
heart, when he went into the holy place, for 
4 memorial before the Lord; from _ we 
may obſerve theſe two things. 

Firſt, That the ele& of God lie near the 
heart of Chriſt, the great high prieſt; for as the 
names of the twelve tribes were engrayen on 


theſe ftones, and born upon Aaron's heart: 


So are all God's ele& engraven on the heart of 
Chriſt ; not only «pox the palms of bis hands, but 
upon his heart, as the church in Solomon's 
ſong * deſired, ſaying, Set me as a ſeal upon 
thine heart ; they lay near his heart, and were 
the objects of his love from eternity; he was 
not only rejoicing in and with, and before his

Father,

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Farher,but alſo in the habitable parts of the earth 
in the views of that part of the earth which 


he knew would be ſo, and where his ele& ſhould 
dwell ; and his delights were with the ſons of men, 


even before the earth was made, or the higheſt part 
of the duft of the world was form'd : They lay 
near his heart when he died for them, and 


there they ſtill 1ye, and ever will do fo. 
Secondly, That what Chriſt did, who is our 
high prieft, with Urim and Thummim, he did 
it as our repreſentative, in our name, and in 
our room and ſtead ; even as Aaron, when he 


flew the ſacrifice on the day of atonement, and 


carried the blood within the vail, did it in 
the name of the whole congregation : So when 


Chriſt offered up himſelf a ſacrifice, he did 


it in our name, and for our fins : Chriſt our 


paſſover is ſacrificed for us ; and this was re- 
ceived by the father, as an offering and a ſa- 


eriffce of a ſweet ſmelling ſuvour, on our account; 


and now he's enter d into the holy place by his 


own blood, having obtained eternal redemption for 
. Tis, with the names of all the elect, en- 
graven upon his heart; he's enter'd into hea- 
ven as a forerunner for em; he's gone before 
to take poſſeſſion of glory in their name, as 
well as to prepare it for them ; and therefore

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they are ſaid “ now to fit together in heavenly 
places in him; what he receives there, he re- 
ceives in their name; what he does, he does 


in their name, and on their account, he appears 


in the preſence of God for them. So much for 


the firſt uſe of the Urim and Thummim. 


The ſecond was, that with theſe the prieſt 


| ask d counſel of God for the people in mat- 


ters of moment. This may repreſent unto 
us Chriſt's acting for us as an interceſſor, ad- 
vocate, or counſellor, one of whoſe titles in 
Jai uh f is the counſellor; 3 - or as the Septuagint 
tranſlates it, || the angel of the great council ; he 
acted as ſuch, in the great council that was 
held between the eternal Three, concerning 
man's ſalvation, and has acted as ſuch ever 
ſince: He now pleads our cauſe, removes 
all charges, anſwers all accuſations, conſults 
our intereſt, and acts the whole part of an 
advocate for us ; 1f any man fin, we have an 
advocate with the Father, Jeſus Chri ſt the righte- 
ou. But let us conſider a little more particu- 
Lay, how theſe things may be applied tg 
Chriſt. ,

Chriſt is the believer's counſellor, advocate, 
interceſſor and mediator ; no angels nor 
ſaints departed, f for there is but oye mediator 
between God and man, the man Chriſt Jeſus. As 
there is but one mediator of redemption, ſo 
there is but one mediator of interceſſion ; ſo 
that when we want counſel and advice, we 
muſt employ him ; When we want any favour 
at God's hand, we muſt make uſe of his in- 
tereſt : When we have a cauſe to plead, he's 
the only perſon we muſt, and the moſt pro- 
per perſon we can apply unto, 

2. The high prieſt, when he did this, 
put on the Ephod, and none but he might do 
ſo. The Ephod may repreſent unto us the 
garment of the human nature, with which 
Chriſt, our great high prieſt, is cloathed ; 
which, though all the three Perſons had an 
hand in making, yet it was thought proper 
that the ſecond perſon alone ſhould wear it ; 


which garment, as the Ephod was girt about 
g : _- s 4 n a 19 
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the prieſt, with a curious girdle, is girt about 

Chriſt with the girdle of love, and ne other 
girdle but that could have faſtned it to him “. 
Becauſe the children were partaterr of fleſh and 
Hood, the children whom he loved, and be- 
cauſe he loved them, therefore he himſelf 
alſo. took part of the ſame. And as the Ephod 
was a glorious garment, being adorned with 


ſparkling gems and precious ſtones, fo is the 
kuman nature of Chriſt, now in heaven, full 


of glory, f Hr ue ſee Jeſus, who was made a 


Irie lower 1han the angels, for the ſuffering of 
death, crovuned with glory and honour; and in this 
nature, as well as in the divine, does he act 
the part of a counſellor, advocate, and inter- 
ceſſor for us. | 

3. Counſel was ask d by Urim and — 
only for publick perſons, as for a king, or the 
houſe of judgment, the ſenate or ſanhedrins, or 
the whole congregation of Irael, and that on- 


y in matters of moment, as I have already ob- 


ſerv'd. Now our great high-prieft, with Urim 
and Thummim, is acting the part of a coun- 
ſellor and interceſſor, not for the men of the 
world, but for the whole congregation of the 
elect: 1 Pray for them, ſays.he, 1 f

And the things that he is een- 
cerned about for them, are not trivial mat. 
ters, but things of 'the greateſt importance; 
ſuch as the converſion of ele& ſinners; and 
the conſolation of called ſaints, that they 
may have the ſpirit as a comforter to abide 
with them, and the manifeſtations of pardon< 
ing grace to their ſouls, that their faith may 
not fail in an hour of temptation, but that 
they may perſevere to the end, and be with 
him, where he is, to behold his glory.

As thoſe reſponſes which God 
return d by Urim and Thunmim were certainly 
true, without any falſity or equivocation in

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them, ſuch as the diabolical oracles of the Gen- 
tiles had, ſo as true are all thoſe things 
which he ſays unto us by Chriſt, f God did at 
' ſundry times, and in divers manners, ſpeak in time 
paſt to the fathers by the prophets, ſometimes by 
dreams and viſions, and ſometimes by Urine 
and Thummim, but he hath now in theſe laſt days 
Spoken unto us by his Son. And as all he ſaid by 
dreams and viſions, or by Urim and Thummim, 
was true, ſo is all that he has ſaid to us by his 
Son, who is truth it ſelf, the faithful witneſs; 
who hath fully declar'd the whole counſel of 
God unto us. Thus I have conſider'd how 
the Urim and Thummim may be applied. to 
_ Chrift, or ſaid to be with him, both as to the 
fignificancy of the words, and the uſe of the 
things. I ſhall now make ſome improvement 
* theſe things, and conclude. 


e * the true Urim and Thummim with 
Chriſt? Are all lights and perfe&ions in him? 
Let us then go to him for both. Under all our 
darkneſs let us go to him for light; the trea- 
ſures of light, as well as the words of eternal life, 
are with him, therefore, whither ſhould we go 
but unto him? Let us then follow him, who is 
the light of the world, and we ſnall not walk in

_ wiſe, under a ſenſe of all our imperfe&ions, 
let us ſeek perfection in Chriſt, in whom is 
the perfection of all grace, righteouſneſs, and 
holineſs : Tis a vain thing to imagine, or ex- 
pect it, in our ſelves ; * For if we ſay we 
| have no fin; we deceive our ſelves, and the truth is 
#0t in us, There's perfection in Chriſt, but 
none in us; and if we are in any ſenſe perfect, 
tis as we are in him. 

2. Are all the elect engraven on Chriſt's 
| heart ? You then may learn from hence, how 
near and dear they are to him; what an af- 
fection he has for them, and what love he bears 
to them; they have not only a place in his 
arms, but a place in his heart; they are 4 
people near unto the Lord indeed; and as they can 
never be pluck 'd out of his hands, ſo they 
can never be remov'd from the affections of 
his heart, f For who ſhall ſeparate us from the 
love of Chriſt.
